When the Missouri sales tax 
was established in the 1930s, its 
administration was placed under 
the state auditor, then Forrest 
Smith, who served 16 years in that 
office and then was elected Gov- 
ernor in 1948. Smith retired as 
Governor last Monday. 

The new state Constitution 
adopted in 1945 called for con- 
solidation of the revenue collect- 
ing agencies of the state into one 
department and the Legislature 
set up the Department of Revenue, 
effective July 1, 1946. 

Prior to that time the control 
of the sales tax collections, and 
its administration, as well as the 
state income tax, was in the 
hands of the auditor’s department 
which also was charged with 
auditing the funds. 

Audit of Road Funds. 

While the state had not put its 
auditors on the sales tax, the fa- 
cilities of the staff recently were 
occupied for some time with two 
successive audits of the incidental 
fund ‘of the State Highway De- 
partment. 

The two audits, covering four 
years from 1947-1951, and transac- 
tions of about $550,000, developed 
a reported shortage of $7228, for 
which responsibility has not been 
fixed. 

Gov. Donnelly this week di- 
rected the auditors to make a 
further check on the shortage 
and instructed the State Highway

SPECTRUM OF SUN 
PHOTOGRAPHED BY 
DEVICE ON ROCKET 


BOULDER, Colo., Jan. 16 (AP) 
—A rocket carried an instrument 
designed by University of Colo- 
_rado scientists 50 miles above the 
‘earth for the first pictures of the 
sun’s spectrum in extreme ultra- 
violet wavelengths. 
| The rocket was fired last month 
iat Holloman Research and Devel- 
opment Center, New Mexico, and 
results of the tests were an- 
nounced today by W. B. Pietenpol, 
head of the university’s physics 
department. He also is supervisor 
of the upper atmosphere research 
program. 

Pietenpol reported that univer- 
sity physicists have worked three 
years to perfect what he said is 
a sun-seeking device, or pointing 
control for high-altitude rockets. 
The electronic-mechanical device 
is designed to hold an instrument 
pointed at the sun while a rocket 
rolls and yaws in flight. 

He said the instrument’ mount- 
ed in the rocket fired last month 
pointed directly at the sun for a 
considerable period and obtained 
a 28-second exposure of the spec- 
trum.

RESEARCH ON USE 
OF SUN’S RAYS FOR 
POWER STRESSED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
The Government is pushing re- 
search to learn whether the sun’s 
energy can be harnessed as a new 
source of food and industrial 
power. , 

The power objective would be 
to use solar rays as a means of 
augmenting “our limited or di- 
minishing resources” of uranium, 
the fuel of atomic energy, as well 
as conventional fuels like coal. 

This was disclosed today in the 
sécond annual report of the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. The 
fountiation said it is sponsoring 
sunlight research of “immediate 
urgency” on its own and is at- 
tempting to co-ordinate similar 
studies by other federal agen- 
cies 


A foundation official said the 
effort is directed at finding out 
whether it would be possible to 
use sun rays to mass-produce food 
protein from microscopic plants, 
as distinguished from growing 
plants in the field, and develop 
new kinds of solid, liquid and 
gaseous fuels containing stored 
solar energy—and capable of be- 
ing burned just like coal and oil. 

The foundation, reporting to 
Cangress, called for “additional 
bas \research.”

with reporters on the front row.

He was dressed in a tight-fit- 
ting dark blue double-breasted 
suit, with a dark and light blue 
tie in his white \shirt.

Education or Training? 
From The Washington Post 


In his paper before the American His- 
torical Association, Prof. Arthur E. Bestor 
Jr., of the University of Illinois presented 
a documented and, on the whole, con- 
vincing indictment of the extremists among 
progressive educators. Prof. Bestor _be- 
lieves, as do many of his scholarly col- 
leagues, that it is time the elementary and 
secondary schools returned to first princi- 
ples—in other words, to the intellectual 
training of the pupil. 


Prof. Bestor made it clear that he was 
not condemning the excellent work done 
by the experimental psychologists who 
have devised new methods and teaching 
techniques. Many of these have been 
highly useful, 


“I am criticizing,” he said, “the tam- 
pering with the content and organization 


of the curriculum by men who are trained 


neither in the rigorous, scientific interpre- 
tation of psychological data, nor in the 
processes of scholarly and‘ scientific 
thought that underlie the traditional sub- 
jects of the school ¢eurriculum.” 


Many progressive educators would agree 
in the main. John Dewey often cautioned 
against those who became so much inter- 
‘teach that they forgot the 
necessity of: what to teach. But 
the educational hureaucracy that . has 
grown up, with sq much emphasis on 
_ teacher courses, has given extrav- 
) aw Seaiamanc to methods as opposed to

“Method at times has become an end in 


‘= 


itself rather than, as Dewey intended, a 
means to an end. It is an undeniable fact 
that the progressive education movement 
has been a justified revolt against the 
overly strict memory and learning by rote 
methods of the nineteenth century. But 
now it has gone to an extreme that is 
equally dangerous when it asks for an 
almost vocational approach to education. 


Prof. Bestor is cancerned primarily with 
content, with a careful ucational ap- 
proach based on the humanities and sound 
scholarship. He is not opposed to using 
modern ods of instruction, but he 
does think that the primary emphasis must 
be ‘on education rather than on a variety 
of training courses that rarely advance the 
intellectual development of the pupil. 


. Some training courses are important, but 
not at the expense of the fundamentals. 
We commend to the historians the lofty 
sentiments Judge Learned Hand expressed 
in a recent address: 


“An education which includes the ‘hu- 
manities’ is essential to political wisdom. 
By ‘humanities’ I especially mean history; 
but close beside history and of almost, if 
not quite, equal importance are letters, 
poetry, philosophy, the plastic arts, and

“The great moderates of history were 
more often than not men.. . steeped like 


the past .. . I cannot but think that we of 
this generation are politically in especial 
need of .such education.”

FOR CATHOLICS CASED 


Drinking of Water Before 
Communion Permitted Under 
New Rules. 


Relaxation of regulations goy- 
erning fasting by Catholics . on 
days they receive Holy Com- 
munion became effective in the 
St. Louis archdiocese today, it 
was announced at the St. Louis 
chancery office. 


The principal effect for St. 
Louis Catholics is that water may 
be drunk at any time in the morn- 
ing before Communion is ré- 
ceived, a spokesman said. The 
drinking of other non-alcoholic 
beverages and taking of medicine 
also is permitted, if approval is 
given by the parish priest, or 
confessor. 


Msgr. William Drumm, chancel- 
lor of the St. Louis archdiocese, 
said the effective date of: the new 
rules was specified in an official 
order received from the papal 
representative in the United 
States earlier this week. 

The revised rules were con- 
tained in an “Apostolic Constitu- 
tion” announced last Saturday by 
Pope Pius XII in Rome. 

Included is a provision that 
afternoon and evening masses 
may be celebrated, subject to the 
discretion of bishops of the vari- 
ous dioceses, for the benefit of 
those Catholics who are unable 
to attend morning mass. Prospec- 
tive communicants at afternoon 
or evening masses may- partake 
of food and some drink up to 
three hours before mass. 

Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter, in 
a pastoral letter which is to 
read at all churches in the St. 
Louis archdiocese next Sunday,

STANDARD PERCENTAGES in the budget pani don't 
mean too much, Mrs. McK., but for whatever they are worth, 
hére are average figures often used: 

Housing (including rent, taxes, light, water, fuel, tele- 
phone, refuse, fire and property insurance and upkeep) 35 
per cent. 

Food 25 per cent. - 

Clothing (drygoods, repairs, cleaning) 10 per cent. 

Savings (investments and insurance) 10 per cent. a 

General (education, transportation, entertainment, chari- 
ties, physician, dentist, etc.) 20 per cent. 

But as I say, those figures should not be followed slavishly. 
A family with a large income should save more than 10 per 
cent, Another family, for certain reasons, may need to allot 
much more than 10 per cent to clothing—perhaps their living 
depends on the way they dress. You need to plan more 
broadly and the life insurance companies now offer a large 
and valuable hooklet for that purpose, free of charge. Send 
a postcard to Mrs. Marion Stevens Eberly, director, Women’s 
Division, Institute of Life Insurance, 488 Madison avenue, 
New York 22, N. Y:, and ask for a free copy of the publica- 
tion called “A Discussion of Family Money.”
